Diamond Jubilee Celebrution :—~- 


. Hongkong, 30th March, 1897, 

Sin,--In response to the invitation of 
the Conunittes sppointed by His Excel 
lency the Governor te make arranganednts 
for celebrating the completion af the 60th 
year of the reign of Her Majesty the 
Queen, 1 beg to suggest, for the considera- 
tion of the Committee, that, the moxt Ap- 

iropriate permanent memorial in this Co- 
slung ould be a Hospital for Women, with 
a Training Institute for Nurses in con- 
nexion therewith. 

There is perhaps nothing in which “pro- 
gress ]ins heen more marked during the 
Qnocn's reign than in the care and treat- 
ment, and especially the nursing, of the 
sick, (Tn recent years hospitals, both gen- 
eraland special have been multiplied in the 
Mother Country and in-her Colonies; and 
attention has been more anil mary directed 
tothe provision of trained nursce for the 
requirements of all cha nf the com- 
munity. [t may safely be said that in Her 
Majesty’s dominions there are few, if any, 
cities or towns of 20,00) which do nat 
ntuaber wsnong their charitable institutions 
a Mospital for Women and a Training 
Instituta: for Nurse: . 

[saiust. be admitted that we have uct in 
this Colony kept pace with.the progress of 
the times in those respects, No special 
provision is made for the treatment of the 
diseases of women and children, — There is 
no system in oporation for the examina- 
tion and yranfing of certitieates of com- 
petency to minwives, The case is nearly 
ns bud with regard to the question of com- 
yetent nursing for the sick. With the 
imited staff available it is dificult for a 
well-to-do European. to make sure af ob- 
taining the serviced of a trained and eflicient 
nurse. Tt is practically impossible fot a 
poor persun, and especially for a poor Chi- 
nese persian, todo so. Yet w little reflec- 
tion will show that theré must ‘be a largo 
number of women in this Colony who 
would be benefited, either directly or in- 
directly, by the establistinent of « Uespital 
for Women. It is till more evident that 
an institution for the training and provid- 
ing of skilled nurses would, in a very 
material degree, promote the welfare and 
alleviate the sufferings uf all classes of the 
community, : 

Having regard to- the ‘character of the 
Queen and to her great. and never-failing 
sympathy for the wants and sorrows of her 
subjects, I submit that no memorial of 
her record reign could be more appropriate 
in & personal sense or more plensing to Her 
Majesty than that which T have ventured 
to indicate, and there are excellent preced- 
ents un which te rest this opinion. In 
1887, it was by the Queen's expresa wish 
that the. greater portion of the offerings 
made by her women subjects in celebration 
of her jubilee of that year: was devoted to 
the foundation and endowment .of the 
Queen Victoria Institute for Nurses, an_in- 


xtitution specially intended for the proyid- 
ing of trained nurses for the pouxer classes. 
In India, T believe T am might A_saying, 


diving the same year and by way of com- 
memorating the sume jubilee, the Mar- 
chioness of Dufferin established the Dufferin 
Fund for the purpose of furnishing com- 
patent medieal aid to the women of that 
country. [n the present year, the prin- 
cipal, and it may alse.be said the national, 
mode of celebrating the Dismond Jubilee 
is the establishment, under the auspices of 
the Prince of Wales, of a fund for the het- 
ter and more permanent endowment of the 
London Hospitals. <. 
At present, it docs not appear to be 
eusary to do more than indjeate the 
geueral outlines of the scheme which I am 
submitting for the gunsideration of the Com- 
inittee.” These outlines are as follows +— 
1, The Hospital and the Institute to be 
contiguous of one another ; te be 
erected at same convenient site on 
the higher ground of the City ; aud 
to be under European’ management, 
2, The Hoxpital to contain beds ; tu be 
ontined to surgical and non-infee- 
tious medical cases; to have-lying- 


in ward, and to admit a limited num- 
ber of children. Europeans and the 
wealthier Chinese would gladly pay, 
+I am aure, any suitable charges fixed. 

i. ‘Fhe Instituto to haye accommodation, 

including hoard and lndging, for re- 
sident nurses, to provide teaching 
and training, where: necessary, for 
them also for non-resident women 
under spociol circumstances, to sup- 
ply nurses for paying patients at a 
reasonable tariff of charges and gra- 
tuitously for the poor; and to be 
under the supervision of an expori- 
enced matron. 

4. Tho nurses to be of different nation- 

‘ alitics..-- Chinese women are gentle 
and patient and do in my experience, 
with adequate training, make oxcel- 
lent nurses. 

A system of training midwives to be 
worked in + connexien-- with the 
Institute, when competent; can- 
didates should receive certificates, 
which should bo recugnised by law. 
One of the incidental advantages of 

carrying out these proposals would probubly 

be that suitable occupation would be found 
for a cortain number of young Kurasians, of 
the cluver and bright women, who at pre- 
nent find it difficult. or_ impossible to muke

THE ‘ COSTA RICA PACKET' CASE. 

Lonion, Fob. 27,—Professor Martens, 
the arbitrator appointed by tho Czar- of 
Russia, +o assess the amount of compeonss- 
tion to be paid by tho Netherlands Go- 
vernment in connection with the detention 
of the barque Costa Ricu Packet by the 
Dutch authorities at Ternate, Java, in 
1801, and the arrest of the captain, haa 
presented his award. He awurds to the 
owners of the Gusta Rica Packet, Messrs 
Burns, Philp, and Co., the sum of £3800; 
to Captain Carpunter, the master of the 
yesscl, £3150, and to tho officors and crow 
£1600. Tho amount in each case is to bear 
interest sinco November, 189]. Tho costs 
against the Netherlands Government 
amount to £250, 

[It is now five or six years since the Costa 
Rica Packet ongaged in whaling in -the 
Malay Archipelago. She had regularly 
been utilised for the trade for some years 
previously. It. appears, that she was bound 
for Ternate at the timo the difficulty oc- 
curred, which led to tho subsequont pro- 


‘} ceedings in this matter. Two years prior 


to tho arrival of the ship at Ternate the 
captain picked up a Malay canoe, and 
upon his arrival at Ternate the finding 
of the canoes was mado the grounds of a 
charge of piracy against him. Captain’ 
Carpenter alleged that he had picked up 
the cance 16 miles out at sca, which was 
beyond the jurisdiction of the Dutch 
authorities, The boatitself had beon in the 
water for a Jong time, and was of no value. 
However, the Dutch authorities took the 
captain away from his vessel and detained 
himat Macassar, awaiting his trial. -Before 
the trial took placa it appears that the 
authorities began to realise that a mistake 
had been made, and they liborated the 
prisoner, but gave him no satisfaction, 
merely telling hit to leave the locality. 
His I ip lay 1000 miles away from tho 
place of bis imprisonment, and with some 
of his officers with him the captain rogsined 
it. He then took a passage ona steamer 
going to Batavia, and afterwards’ came on 
to Sydney. The whaling seascn had then 
terminated. Tho officers of the Costa Rica 
Pucket took'the vessel to Singapore, whéra 
she was sold. During the imprisonment of 
the captain the vessel had deteriorated, 
and aclaim was consequently made up on 
tho Dutch authorities for compénsation for 
the injury done to the vessel and for the. 
loss sustained by the officers and crew 
threugh their being compelled to be idle 
during the whaling season.}
